New Orleans and its Defenses. 

A diepatoh from Washington states that 
the opinion generally prevails in naval and 
military oiroles there that the Amerioan flag 
now floats over Nsw Orleans. Tho import- 
ance of suoh a vlotory must be apparent 
to the most casual observer. 

New Orleans is distant one hundred miles 
above the mouth of the Mississippi river 
and five miles south of Lake Pontohartraic, 
with whioh it oommunioates by water and 
railway. The levee has an average width 
of about one hundred feet where it fronts 
the town, whioh stretohes parallel to it for 
about five miles, and extends from one mile 
to two miles behind it, chiefly in the direc* 
tlon of the lake. The river immediately op- 
posite has a width of one half mile, and a 
depth of from one hundred and fifty to one 
hundred and sixty feet, and, sweeping 
around from the west, first in a north and 
then in a northeast direotion, forms a large 
orescent-6haped curve. 

If, says the New York World, as seems 
probable, the attack was made by way of 
Lake Pontchartrain, the fleet in entering the 
lake had to pass through one of two chan, 
nels (formed by an island at its mouth) 
called the Rigolets, which were extensively 
j fortified. The fort on the island is called 
Fort Pike, which is now said to be in oar 
possession.

The latest news from Mexioo has been 
followed by a diminution in the ardor for 
purchasing that stock, although tbe aotual 
deoline in price has not been important. A 
few days baok the quotation was 35} (show- 
ing a rise of about 13 or 14 per cent, sinoe 
last Autumn.) and this afternoon it is 84}. 
It appears that Juarez has been sufficiently 
wily to meet the allies with a willingness to 
negotiate, and their diffioolties are thus 
likely to be tenfold greater than if be had 
attempted an unqualified resistance. In tbe 
latter case Spain, which is the eager power 
in the business, might soon have imposed a 
new government by force, but if the Mexi- 
cans agree to everything that is asked of 
them, and consent to give pledges for the 
fulfillment of every demand, it will not be 
easy to insist on any displaoement of the 
existing authorities. 

It is believed that the British government 
are already fully awake to the disagreeable 
entanglement in whioh they find themselves, 
from having to act with allies whose aims 
are supposed to be far boyond the simple 
attainment of reparation for past offenses 
and tbe prevention of future ones. Lord 
Russell, however, is taking a strong course, 
and it is surmised that he has already 
brought Spain down to pretensions of a 
much less haughty character, than these 
with which she started. Still, there is a full

The Mississippi is fortified so as to be 
impaesable for any hostile fleet or flotilla 
Forts Jackson and St. Philip are armed 
with 170 hepvy guns (68-pounders, riflod 
by Barkley Britten, and received from 
Eogland.) The navigation of the river is 
slopped by a dam of about a quarter of a 
mile from tbe above forts. No flotilla on 
earth would foroe that dam in less than two 
hours, during whioh it would be within 
short and cross range of 170 guns of the

various articles, tools, Ac , &o. The grave 
d >8g*Y* were oomplimented for the suooess 
of their first saoreligious experiment and 
recommended to try again. 

Laybsy Feom Shif Island.— By the arri- 
val of the steamer Folton at New York on 
Thursday, from Ship Island, we learn that 
a reoonnoissanoe was made by our forces, 
about two weeks ago, as far as Mississippi 
City— two companies went over to the main 
land in a steamer. This small foroe was 
attacked by abont two thousand rebels, 
whose preeenoe at this point had not been 
known to tke Federal offioers. The two 
companies of Union troops, of course, re- 
treated — the rebels firing upon them. One 
man only was seriously injured, and the 
casualties were few. 

A rumor waa enrrent at 8hip Island that a 
battle had taken place at Galveston, Texas, 
between the people and the Confederate 
foroes. It was understood to have resulted 
from the dissatisfaction of the populace with 
some notion of the Confederates; but no 
particulars were given, and the news is by 
no means well authenticated. 

BBAuronr, N. C.— The town of Beanfort 
has one of the beet harbors In North Caro- 
lina, having accommodations for vessels 
with fourteen feet of water, and oontaiued 
about two thousand Inhabitants. Quits a 
number of vessels have bpen built there. 
Fort Macon oost the United States govern- 
ment f 160,000. It had aooommodations for 
three hundred men, and mounted fifty guns 
It was seised by Governor Ellis, on ths 2d 
of January, 1861. The possession of Bean- 
tart will be of great advantage to General 
Barmaids, giving him a base whence to ope- 
rate on the ooaet, and enabling him to be 
supplied with troops and monitions of war 
bp vessels drawing fourteen feet ef water.

Blustering Maroh weather is upon us, 
and the Yankees outside are getting a sur- 
feit of rolling. They are just laying down 
to it, under a southwest wind. I hope they 
may be blown to Davy Jones’ habitation, or 
high and dry on their beautiful desert — 
Santa Rosa Island. Oar streets are swept 
dean, and olouds of dust fill the air, muoh 
to theanuoyauoo of promenaders, especially 
ladies. 

Muoh anxiety prevails among our citi- 
zens, and merchants are packing up, and 
families who are able are seeking other 
points for residence. A meeting of the 
oitizena was held yesterday in the City 
Hall to devise means for the defense and 
guard of tho city. They instructed the 
Board of Aldermen au<l Mayor to use 
every effort to obtain a sufficient force 
for that purpose. On the strength of 
this state of affairs, a call for one 
hundred men from this oounty has been 
made by tbe Governor of Florida, in com- 
pliance with the requisition of the President 
for 2 500 men from this State. Pensacola 
has new three companies in the war, and 
various companies are beiograised for reg- 
iments re-enlisting. The City Council 
yesterday passed an ordinance compelling 
all owners of small vessels in the bay to 
haul up their craf,s and place them in the 
publio square. Ia consequence of which 
the square is full of all kinds — sloops and 
oared boats — and the boys are having fine 
times rowing on land, and playing sailor 
on terra firma.

The soldiers 
suffer muoh inconvenienoe, as they are paid 
off in fifty and oue hundred dollar bills. -

rarily suspended, I may say that Gen. Grant 
has been honorably sustained in his views, 
and that, at the urgent request of higher 
authorities, he has agaiu been induced to 
take command of the expedition and urge it 
through. 

'General Grant only asks, as I learn, 
that he may take the field; that he, as a 
superior officer, may not be kept in the dry 
details of business while fighting in the 
field is going on.” 

New Orleans Expected to Fall. — The 
New Orleans Crescent, of the 11th, in its 
commercial artiole, says: "There has been a 
desire for dealing and investment in our 
Louisiana great Btaple, sugar, tht sales of 
whioh foot up 9,000 hogsheads, and 5,000 
barrels molasses, and confirm a strong pre- 
vailing opinion that a desire to get rid of 
oar carrenoy forms one of the prominent 
features of the movement. It oannot be 
disguised that there are some parties in our 
midst whose fears have got the better of 
their nerve and firmness, and imagine that 
oar good oity is to fall into the hands of the 
enemy; and, following snch an event, the 
result will be a general advance in not only 
sugar and molasses, but in cotton."

A NEW PLAN PROPOSED. 



[From the New York Fvenlnf Post.] 

Mr. William N. Van Wagenen, of New- 
ark, has shown us a model of an entirely 
new plan of a shot proof hull, and iron fort 
on deok, for an armored gunboat. -This 
plan is fitted not only for a gunboat, but 
also for a marine ram. The model seems 
to us to present some valuable improve- 
ments. whioh it would be worth while for 
the Navy Department and oar naval con* 
atruotors to examine. 

Mr. Van Wagenen proposes an iron-clad 
boat, entirely shot-proof, thoroughly 
staunch and seaworthy, with a stationary 
iron fort, within whioh shall revolve on a 
turn-table three or four of the heaviest can. 
non made. The peculiarity of the form of 
the hull is that it presents absolutely uo 
mark for the enemy. The side oonsists, in 
faot, of two discs joined together at the 
outer edge, whioh is sharp, and in praotice 
would be of solid oak, ten feet through, 
armed on the outside with a band of eight- 
inoh iron. The deok slants upward at an 
angle of about ten degrees, is sufficiently pro- 
tected by two-inoh and inoh iron plates, and 
it ia impossible to fire a shot straight at it. 
Eviry thing whioh hits mast glanoe off. 
Tho bow and stern are of solid oak for 
twenty to twenty- five feet, and as the ship 
has no out-water, the sharp, angular prow 
makes an excellent ram. The water-line 
of the vessel is a little below the sharp edge, 
and the bottom is therefore armored from 
one to two feet down. The stern projects 
far beyond the rudder and propellor, and 
gives important protection to theee vital 
parts, whioh are altogether submerged and 
out of reach of ehot. The tower or fort Mr. 
Van Wagenen purposes to fasten to the 
deok, believing it muoh safer to make the 
guns revolve within, and present themselves 
accurately to numerous portholes made in 
the tower. This he proposes to make of 
fifteen layers of inch boiler plates, laid over 
eaoh other in a very ingenious way. 

He proposes the following dimensions for 
a sea going and perfeotly sea-worthy iron- 
olad boat, whioh will show the novel pro* 
portions he brings into use. The hall to be 
two hundred feet long, sixty-five feet ex- 
treme beam, tapering to a sharp point at 
bow and stern. The lines are alike, stem 
and stern. Shipbuilders will see some 
novel advantages in her form. The ribs 
and deck beams are nearly alike in shape, 
and scarcely any crooked timber need be 
used in the construction. The tower is to 
b« forty feet in outside diameter, thirty- 
seven inside, eight feet high on the outward 
edges, five feet high amidships. It sets in 
the vessel, instead of on its deck. She is 
to be moved by one propeller, and her lines 
admit of almost any speed, twelve knots 
easily. She will be of very light draught, 
as is evident from her shape, and would

Ship Island, March 9, 1862. . 

Meters Editors: — I write you in haste to 
Inform you that we oaptured, on ths 6th 
inst., a large class schooner, oalled the 
Cora, Capt. May. She ran the blockade at 
Apalaohioola, Florida; she was bound for 
Havana. Her oargo consisted of 308 bales 
of cotton— it is valued at $40,000. The 
Captain, we took on board with us; he says 
the rebels are very much disoouraged at 
their defeat at Roanake Island and Fort 
Donelson; he also says that if we oapture 
Savannah, New Orleans and Charleston, he 
is satisfied they will give up. The Cora is 
a Baltimore built vessel. Her name was 
the Wm. P. Benson. 

There was another prize oaptured on the 
4th, the Magnolia, with 600 bales of ootton. 
There are at least 10,000 troops here now.

A gentleman who has been some timeoon* 
neoted with the Mobile & Ohio railroad ar- 
rived to day, and reports that Cheatham 
and Polk have left Humboldt with their 
forces to join Beauregard, who is concen- 
trating his foroes at Corinth. Their pickets 
extend within 13 miles of our foroes. 

Wabhhigtob, March 27.— Hon. Emerson 
Etheridge has written a letter from Nash* 
ville, slating that Wm.

Washington, March 27 . — Senate — As 
large numbers of them had beea taken 
South, the people in that State had lost 
property equal in value to the whole amount 
of her slaves at the commencement of the 
war. He regarded the present not as a trial, 
but as a propheoy which he felt would be 
fulfilled everywhere, if the war continued. 
He was perfectly willing that the proposi- 
tion should go to the people of his State, and 
the matter be left entirely to the States. The 
expenses would have paid for all the slaves 
in Missouri, Kentuoky, Delaware, Maryland, 
and the District of Columbia; and the ex- 
penses of the war for two’years will pay for 
all the slaves in the country. 

Mr. Pierce, from the Committee on 
Finance, reported a bill to allow armB or- 
dered by States to aid the suppression of 
the rebellion to come free of duty. 

On motion of Mr. Fessenden, the naval 
appropriation bill was taken up 

A long discussion ensued on the comple- 
tion of the Stevens battery. No action was 
taken on it. 

The Senate went into executive session, 
and subsequently adjourned. 

Haute — The House in Committee of the 
Whole on the State of the Union resumed 
the consideration of the tax bill. 

Mr. Sheffield offered an amendment that 
upon all sales of goods, wares, merohandise 
and other property and estates, which shall 
be used for consumption or for investment, 
including exchanges of property, excluding 
jobbers or middle men, a tax of one per 
cent, on the amount of such sales. 

After disoussion, the amendment was 
temporarily withdrawn. Further debate 
followed. An amendment was adopted tax- 
ing candles of any material, valued at not 
over 16 oents per pound, $ o per pound: be* 
tween 15 and 20 oents, 1 cent per pound, 
and above 20 oents, 1} oents per pound. An 
amendment was adopted taxing anthraoite 
ooal 15 oents per ton, and bituminous $ oent 
per bushel. Adopted, with the proviso that 
it was not to go into effeot until the termi- 
nation of the reoiprooity treaty. An amend- 
ment providing for a tax on ootton of 1 oent 
per pound, after the first of May, was re- 
jected An amendment was adopted ex- 
empting from duty ooal oil, also parafine, 
whale and fish oils. The tax on burning 
fluid was stricken out. 

Adjourned. 

Washington, March 27. — The 8enate to. 
day confirmed the nomination of Lewis S. 
Ely, of California, as Consul at Aoapulos. 
The bill reported by Senator Pearoe to-day, 
from the Committee on Finanoe, provides 
that the authority given to the Seorstary of 
the Treasury to refund and remit the duties 
on imports of all arms imported into the 
United States by or for the aooount of any
